He is 
balanced—from the Irish point of view— 
by the Hon. Walter Guinness, who in 
recent years has been one of the ablest 
defenders of Southern Unionist interests. 
We congratulate Mr. Guinness on his 
promotion to the important post of 
Under-Secretary of State for Wan Mr. 
Wilfrid. Ashley, the new Minister ol 
Works and Transport, has close associa- 
tions with Ireland. Sir Samuel Hoare, 
who becomes Secretary of State for Air, 
is not an Irishman, but many Irishmen 
of more than one party will welcome his 
presence in the new Government. As 
chairman of the late Government’s com- 
mittee on compensation awards he has 
made himself familiar with Irish 
affairs; and he is a broad-minded 
and sympathetic student of our great ex- 
periment. He is, perhaps, the only one 
of Mr, Bonar Law’s colleagues who has 
attended a session of the Provisions! 
Parliament. 

If we choose to examine the personnel 
of the new Ministry for signs and portents, 
we shall find no cause for alarm. Certainly 
no fair-minded man in Great Britain or 
Ireland can describe it as a “ Die-hard” 
Ministry. It was not created on an Irish 
issue, and it accepts its predecessor’s Irish 
obligations as a legacy of honour. These 
facts have some bearing on the exchange of 
courtesies between Mr. Winston Churchill 
and President Cosgrave which we print to- 
day. If the Free State brings peace and 
prosperity to Ireland, she will owe much 
to Mr. Churchill, whose skill, tact and 
patience were largely responsible for the 
vital agreement in London. We are very 
sorry, therefore, that in his message to 
Mr. Oosgr:ve Mr, Churchill has yielded 
to the temptation of trying to make party 
capital out of Irish affairs. He suggests 
that the downfall of Mr, Lloyd George 
and himself was due to “ Die-hard’? anger 
at their part in the Irish settlement. 
“The old hatreds on both sides of the 
Channel,” he says, “have been able to 
wreak a certain measure of vengeance.” 
Of course there is no truth in this sug- 
gestion. The bolt that felled Mr, Lloyd 
George came from an Eastern, not a 
Western, sky. If Mr, Churchill hoped, 
however, that Mr. Cosgrave’s answer would 
furnish him with material for election 
speeches, he was doomed to. disappoint- 
ment. The President has replied, with 
admirable propriety and prudence, that 
“we are not concerned with party issues 
in Great Britain, and we know nothing of 
the merits of the domestic questions upon 
which your Ministry has quitted office.”’ 

We may admit that the temptation to. 
which Mr, Churchill yielded was insidious, 


‘and we can agree with Mr, Ovegrave's 


tribute to his statesmanship on the Irish 
issue, Nevertheless, Mr, Churchill has 
set a lamentable example, and Mr. Cos- 
grave, by refusing to encourage it, has 
deserved well of both parties to the settle. 
ment. The bargain is sealed. The Pro- 
visional Parliament has ratified the Free 
State Constitution, and the new British 
Parliament is pledged to ratify it within the 
next few weeks. So far as Great Britain 
is concerned, Irish affairs—with the excep- 
tion of the last and definitely assured 
formality of ratification—have become a 
matter for Irishmen alone. On their 
sanity, patience and patriotism, and on 
nothing else, the whole future of Ireland 
now depends. We deprecate most heartily 
any attempt to raise the Irish question in 
any form at the coming general election 
in Great Britain. We deprecate with 
equal vigour any attempt to force issues 
in Ireland before the necessity for dealing 


with them becomes inevitable. People who 


seek to anticipate trouble are, in the 
vulgar phrase, “ asking ” for it, Of course, 
no sensible Irishman is blind to the fact 
that difficult and perplexing issues—the 
boundary question, for instance—muet 
arise and must be solved. By keeping our 
eyes still fixed on Westminster, however, 
we delay national recognition of the essen- 
tial need of co-operation and compromise 
among ourselves. Mr. Oburchill says— 
we believe, truly—that Northern statesinen 
likgsSir James Craig and the Marquis of 
Londonderry desire peace with the South. 
We know that President Cosgrave and his 
colleagues are not less eager in their put. 
suit of peace with Ulster, In that common 
sentiment the real and only hope of Irish 
unity abides,

Russia’s Case. 
One of the urgent problems that will 
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Prinkipo in February, 1919, 
the whole course of post-war history might 
have been changed. But for M. Poincaré 
t would have been made at 
Genoa last spring, and there might have 
been’ no trouble at Chanak. Since the 
Russians have abandoned pure Bolshevism, 
however, France has changed her attitude, 
and a rapprochement with Russia is well 
within the bounds of early possibility. 
Britain was left in the lurch at Angora 
when M. Franklin-Bouillon “got in on the 
ground floor ” with the Turks. She must 
be careful to avoid the same misfortune in 
Russia. 


Diaries. 


Not a little heartburning has been caused 
in England by the Postmaster-General’s 
announcement that diaries are not ad- 
missible at the inland printed paper rate, 
but must be despatched either as parcels 
or as letters. With the advent of November, 
Christmas shopping begins to take its place 
in the daily list of things that must be 
remembered. Methodical persons decide 
once more to shop early and to avoid the 
rush. People with cousins in China and 
nephews in New Zealand discover in the 
local post offices timely warnings that, if 
their gifts and greetings are “to -reach 


their remote destinations in time, they | 


must be’ posted before such and ‘such | a 


date. Most of these good people buy diaries. 


What becomes of all the diaries is one of 
the major mysteries. Nobody ever receives 
less than three at Christmas ; yet nobody— 
at least no human person—ever keeps a 
diary. The diaries of society ladies ‘and 
old-fashioned noblemen appear éccasionally 
on the market, and the one hundred and 
forty-first instalment of the Farington 
Diary has just appeared in the Morning 
Post. It is safe to say, however, that the 
Farington family never laid the founda- 
tion of the fortunes of any stationer. The 
kind of diary that must not go through 
the post at the printed paper rate polishes 
the diarist off at the rate of a week to a 
page. ‘There is just enough space to write 
opposite Monday “chops” or “last day 
for making income tax return,” if the 
diarist happened to have the diary on his 
person when the moment arrived for 
making a record of these matters, On the 
other- hand, the modern diary is an 
encyclopedia of specialised information. 
One buys the Boy Scouts’ Diary or the 
Golfers’ Diary, according to taste, and 
keeps it on one’s writing desk. The 
Postmaster-General denies the inland 
printed paper rate fo diaries on the plea 
that they are not “works of a literary 
ggg They are seldom anything 
else.

A New Fleet. 


Early in September a passenger steamer 
belonging to the United States Shipping 
Board was stated to have “run amok” in 
Buenos Ayres hartour. The cause of the 
vessel's untimely levity was not disclosed, 
and, as the United States Government is 
fairly launched on an effort to induce all 
American subjects to travel on American 
lines, we may assume that no future light 
will be thrown on the matter. We shall 
not be told, for instance, whether the 
incident was in any way responsible for 
the stern decree that forbids ships to enter 
American ports with intoxicating liquor in 
their holds. Owing, however, to the fact 
that the Argentine Navy became the 
victim of this maritime reveller, the matter 
could not be suppressed entirely. The 
Argentine Republic immediately put in a 
claim for a new navy on the ground that 
what was left of the original High Seas 
Fleet was not worth talking abont. The 
United States Government indignantly 
repudiated the claim. It happened, how- 
ever, that the United States possesses a 
number of surplus cruisers, torpedo-boats 
and other fighting ships—enough,. indeed, 
for several Sonth American navies. In 
the end good relations were re-established 
by the transfer to the Argentine Navy of 
one destroyer and four submarine chasers. 
So, all is well that ends well.

Throughout Ulster there was no othar 
wish than that the Provisional Govern- 
ment might function wisely and bring the 
blessings of peace to the Free State. 

The Bishop and others acknowledged 
with gratitude the assistance that had 
been received from Southern dioceses 
towards the provision of church accom- 
modation for ‘Belfast. 

Mr. John Bristow said that it would be 
disastrous should the political division of 
the country create a division in the 
Charch. The problem was “bound to 
arise in some shape, but he trusted that 
nobody in the North would say or do any- 
thing that might lead to a possible 
division of the Church of Ireland into two 
Churches.

PEACE AND PROSPERITY 

NEARER. 

The Bishop said that for several years past 
ihey led met at times of great difficulty and 
perplexity. While the dangers were far from 
being removed, yet they would, he thought, 
be wrong not to recognise that, in spite of many 
ominous signs, there was 4 not unreasonable hope 
that probably the worst might be over, and that 
with the blessing of God days of peace and 
prosperity were drawing near. 

If the darkest days were a cail to the Church 
of Christ to deliver unhesitatingly her message, 
so also did days of awakening hope demand it. 

In Northern Ireland they had much to thank 
God for. They had watched the foundation of a 
new Legislature being laid, and they had seen 
the commencement of ifs career. And they 
might well thank God for its propitious start, 
and for the steady progress of its early life. 

He was sure that he expressed the desire and 
prayer of every member of their Church when 
he said that their earnest longing was that 
every individual in Northern Ireland might find 
in it a Province where civil and religious liberty 
would flourish, and where the members of all 
religious communities might live together in 
peace, harmony, and good-will. (Applause). 


POSITION IN SOUTH: 


Of the rest of Ireland it was more difficult 
to speak. In the Free State many of their 
co-religionists were passing through distress, 
deprivations and horrors difficult to refer to. 

But two things, he thought, could usefully be 
said. First, the Provisional Government was 
now the lawfully appointed authority in the 
twenty-six counties, and their hope and prayer 
was that it might be granted such wisdom in 
counsel, and hi strength of authority as might 
enable them to reduce disorder and restrain 
crime. He believed that throughout Ulster 
there was no other wish than that it might be 
able to function wisely, and bring the blessing 
of peacé and prosperity to Southern Ireland, 
which, with their province, comprised that Ire- 
land which is ' the mother of us all.” 

Secondly, he would desire to express to their 
co-religionists in the Free State their deep 
sis | for them in their sorrows. They 
would wish them to know that they were not 
forgotten in their thoughts and prayers. Know. 
ing what they did of their trials, they wondered 
at their patient .bravery. When these sad days 
were over, he believed men not now in agree- 
ment with them would look back with admira- 
tion upon their courage and faithfulness to 


principle.
